Many buildings were damaged at the time of this 
thunder, and many persons were frightened by it; die 
great flashes of lightning proceede d also from tue angel.

In addition to all that God had ences and repeat- 
ed by his angel to make me happy, he was now pleased 
to give me another proof of his unalterable regard, and 

convince me by it, that, although he could not in juſtice to 
bis recorded judgment ſpare London, yet for my sake he 
would shew mercy to some; and take care, by sickness 
and other causes, to remove the persons I desired 
should be saved, to a sufficient distance beyond the 
limits to be destroyed and sunk.
